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Fire in Syracuse. 
By Associated Press. | : 

Utica, (N. Y.) March 14.—A. great 
fire is raging at Syracuse. The Utica 
department has been called upon for 
aid. It is feared munch of the business 
portion of the city will burn. The 
Vanderbilt House, Montgomery Flats, 
Holden Block and several large build- 
ings are on fire. 

Syracuse, (N. Y.) March 14.—The 
Journal, office in which is located the 
Associated Press day wire, is on fire; 
all the telegraph instruments have 
been removed from the building. A 
high wind is blowing and the fire 
’ spreading rapidly. The fire started at 
6:10 o’clock this morning. 

Syracuse, (N, Y.) March 14.—Two 
large fires are raging. One started in 
the wholesale district at 6 a. m., be- 
ginning at 
streets, and destroyed every store on 

the south, including the six-story 
- Hogan block, new Fay block, Loomis 
block, and other buildings. At 7:30 
o’clock a fire broke out in’ the Roscoe 
wholesale brick fruit house in another 
section and quickly spread to the ad- 
joining buildings east and west. It is 
now confined to the Vanderbilt house 
on the west. The Journal is a total 
loss. The Yates block is burning 
with a high wind. The Montgomery 
Flats are blazing the entire block in 
- length and six stories high. The fire 
at 9:30 o’clock is raging fiercely. 
Assistance has been asked from Utica, 
Oswego, Baldwinsville and Fulton. 

Syracuse, March 14.—The Mont- 
gomery street fire is not yet under 
control. The Condee House barns 
are burned and the fire is getting into 
the Condee house. The entire Mont- 
gomery Flat is a mass of flames. 

At 6 o’clock a. m. a fire was discov- 
ered in the cigar manufactory in the 
Hogan block. It instantly spread to 
the store of M. P. Walsh, hardware, 
and Cahill Brothers’ bakery in the 
same block: Within ten minutes 
every floor and the whole front of the 
building was a mass of flames. At 
6:30 the roof fell and shortly after the 
rear and iront walls fell. It was but 
a short space of time after the break- 
ing out of the flames in the cigar store 
before the old U. 8. Hotel at the cor- 
ner west of Fayette and Franklin 
streets was being consumed. The 
boarders all escaped. 

Ona the east side of the Hogan block 
was a three-story brick and double 
front building, owned by John Holli- 
day. The store next to Cahill Bros. 
was unoccupied, but the other store 
was used by wholesale and retail deal- 
ers in teas, coffees and spices. Justin 
Zuburt occupied the next building to 
the Holliday building, as a cigar. man- 
ufactory. At 10a. m., for lack of Wa- 
ter, the building had ‘caught fire and 
will undoubtedly be consumed. 
From the Hogan block the flames 
leaped across the street, catching the 
Osgood and Tracy block: This build- 
ing was three stories high and was 
soon destroyed. Simultaneously when 
the flames were discovered in the 
Tracy block, they caught in the blocks 
east of the Newell block, which were 
totally destroyed. The Ayres block 
was occupied above the ground floor 

by sleeping rooms. The Seneca 
House, which adjvined it on the north, 
was a three-story brick, double front, 
and was full of guests, all of whom 
got away safely before the flames 
reached thein. 

Toe ravages of the flames were 

stopped by the north wall between 
this block and the Mansion House. 
The upper floors of the Newell biock 
were occupied as flats by five or six 
families, little, if any, property 
was sayed from these floors. The 
Fay and Golden building,a brown- 
stone front on the east of the Kauff 
man block, was occupied on the ground 
floor by the Syracuse Harness Supply 
Co. and the Black Diamond Steel Co., 
| and the upper floors were occupied by 


Tranvier and Fayette |, 


11 a. M.—Montgomery street is prac- 
tically under control. The walis of 
the Montgomery flats have fallen and 
all danger to the St. Paul Cathedral 
and Grand Opera. House block is 
passed. The Condee House stables 
are atill burning, but the, fire cannot 
get into the Condee House. The Van- 
derbilt house is scorched somewhat 
but otherwise is all right. 

The Cook block was soon on fire, 
and the flames communicated to the 
Journal building adjoining it. By 
8 o’clock the west wall of the Cook 
block fell onto the Journal. building, 
crushing through three floors down to 
the press room, and soon the flames 
licked up the Journal building, and 
the four-story structure with its con- 
tents and valuable plant was in ruins. 
In the meantime the flames were 
working fiercely eastward and the 
magnificent Montgomery flats, ex- 
tending from Railroad street to 
i'ayette were burned. The fire was 
under control at 2:30 Pp. m., but the 
department is stillhard at work put- 
ting out the last of it. 

By 9 o’clock it seemed as though 
the whole city would burn up. The 
wind blew like a hurricane, carrying 
flames, sparks and smoke far and 
wide. The Myers block was in the 
greatest danger, and -it was only by 
superhuman efforts of the firemen 
that it was saved. Adjoining Mont- 
gomery On Fayette street was the 
‘Condee House and. barns. Condee 
removed his horses but none too soon, 
and before long the entire area from 
the Vanderbilt House. was burning 
like a furnace. 

Several firemen had narrow escapes 
from falling walls. The wires were a 
source of danger and annoyance and 
hindered the progress of the firemen. 
The local fire department was 
aided by a couple of steamers of the 
New York Central railroad company 
which were located just west of the 
Vanderbilt when the second fire broke 
out. Assistance was called for from 
Utica, Oswego and other places. One 
company of Oswego, with a hose com- 
pany, arrived about 9:30, having 
made the run in thirty-five minutes. 
The Utica steamers, with the hose 
company, arrived soon aiter and both 
did good work. The total loss is es- 
timated at over $2.000,000; insured at 
about half that amount, 
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Iesave Asylum Burned. 
By Associated Press. | 


Nasnvittze (Tenn.),—March 14.— 
The beautiful Central Insane Asylum, 
seven miles from this city, is almost a 
mass of ruins. Beneath it are the 
charred bodies of half a dozen unfor- 
tunate inmates. In the out houses 
are huddled the poor, demented crea- 
tures who were formerly inmates. 

A fire was discovered at 10:15 last 
night. lt started from an -unknown 
cabse in the western main wing. 
When first seen it reached .rom the 
ground and the first and second sto- 
ries were cut off. In a moment an 
alarm was given and 400 inmates 
were thrown iato wild commotion. 
There were 28 men in the wing where 
the fire caught and 22 were quickly 
removed to the main hall, the other 
six being left to their fate behind im- 
passable walis. The city was tele- 
phoned to for aid, but Chief Carrell 
of the Fire Department could not be 
found and his subordinates refused to 
move without orders. Finally after 
two hours delay, the chief was found 
and he, with two engines, left for the 
scene of the disaster. In the mean- 
‘time the wing collapsed an@the main 
building was on fire. The inmates 
were made frantic, and beginning to 
break from the guards, scattered like 
frightened animals over the surround- 
ing country. The fire engines ar- 
rived at 2:15 o’clock and began work. 
Previously, the inmates, servants and 
guards rendered their service with 
buckets and succeeded in holding the 
fire in check to some extent. 

Those burned tc death were J. 8. 
Johns, J. Bert Dexter, Blue Preston, 
John Nelly, W. H. Beastry, and B. T. 
Howell. 

At 3:15 o’clock, the inmates who 
had been huddled for several hours in 
the yard, were returned to the east 
wing. About twenty-five escaped, 
the majority of whom are harmless. 
At this moment the west wing is de- 
molished and about halfof the main 
building. Dangerous lunatica were 
kept locked in the west wing. At 
8:30 o’clo.k the fire was under con- 
trol. It is impossible to estimate the 
losa, but all is fully insured.

Assassins of Hennessy Shot 
or Hung, 


New Orleans in a Frébzy of 
Bxcitement. 


Enuraged Over the Verdict. 
By Associated Press. | 


New Orvgeans,'. March 14.—The 
meeting at the Clay.statue adjourned 
to the Parish prison, which was soon 
surrounded by several thousand peo- 
ple. The doors were forced open, and 
it is known that five or six of the Scil- 
ian assassins were either shot or 
hanged. 


Later—All the prisoners on trial 
yesterday for the assassination of 
Chief of Police Hennessey were killed 
to-day except Incardonia, Matriance 
and Marchesi, the boy. The killed 
are: Mantel Politiz, Pietro Monas- 
torio, Antonio Marchesi and Antonio 
Bagnette. 

The crowds about the Clay statue 


this morning brought to mind very 
forcibly a September day of sixteen 
years ago. Ten o’clock had not yet 
struck and a vast multitude was al- 
ready congregated on Canal street, 
filling up the space from curb to curb 
oneach of the boulevards. At just 


up from the people stationed at St. 
Charles street, and a number of gen- 
tlemen, among whom were W. §. 
Parkerson, J. Wickliffe and others 
who signed the call came forward. 
There were 3,009 people within ear- 
shot, and more could be seen strug- 
gling, pushing and running here and 
there on neutral ground. Street cars 
were unable to pass tkrough and 
vehicles of all descriptions were 
halted. 

Parkerson spoke first. He said that 
once before he had appeared before 
the people in grand mass meeting as- 
sembled to discuss matters of vital 
interest to the community, and again 
he faces.the poople of New Orleans to 
denounce the infamous act which was 
consequent upon the most revolting 
crime in the criminal annals of the 
community. That act was found in 
the jury murder trial, and that crime 
was, as everybody knows, the foul 
assassination of Chief Hennessey. 

After the speeches the indignant 
crowd of 2,000 persons started for the 
parish prison, which they reached at 
10:30 o’clock. 

After a slight resistance, the jail 
surrendered and the citizens rushed 
in and killed eleven of the nineteen 
who were indicted for killing Chief 


Hennessey, as follows: Manuel Po- 
litz, Pietro Monastro, Antonio Scaffidi, 
Joseph ._Macheca, Antonio Marchesi, 
Antonio Bagnetto, Frank Romero, 
Jim Caruso, Rocco Gerachi, Charles 
Trahino, and Comitez. 

After the assassinators had been put 
to death, Parkerson addressed the 
crowd, urging them to return to_ their 
homes or respective places of busi- 
ness without further demonstration. 
Joe Macheca hada pistol and shot 
Sergeant Herron in the neck, inflict- 
ing aslight wound. Politz is hanging 
tua lamp post at Treme and Stan 
Street; Bagnetto toa tree in front of 
the prison, and the others were shot 
in their cells. 

When the citizens committee had 
completed its work at the parish 
prison it disbanded for the day. A 
meeting will be held to-night to con- 
sider what further action; if any, shall 
be taken. The committee was com- 
posed of the better class of citizens 
and business men, who were satisfied 
the safety of the community demanded 
vigorous action.

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County Roads. 


Few taxpayers have any idea of 
the amount of county money that 
goes into the repair and mainten- 
ance of roads, No one can esti- 
mate the value of good highways. 
Nothing is a surer measure of the 
development of a people. Good 
roads build up towns, save wear 
ana tear of vehicles aud horses, 
enables the producer to get to 
market with his wares at times 
when they are bringing the highest 
prices and in every way conduce to 
the comfort, pleasure and profit of 

jving. : 

But it must be apparent to all 
that something is wrong with a 
system which constantly absorbs. 
large sums of money and vet does 
not accomplish the desired results. 
Every month bills are paid for work 
which the first soaking rain will 
almost entirely obliterate. If our 
authorities would establish a plan 
which would build up and thor- 
oughly drain the piece of rvad 
paid for, even itis only arod ata 
time, they would in the course of 
a few years have something to 
show. As it is now there are sev- | 
eral roads in the county almost 
impassable. 

The lumber bill of the county is 
a large one, and it will continue to 
grow as long as lumber is used 
where stone and iron could be put 
in. The first cost might be greater, 
but taxes would be reduced in the 
end. 

In many places the roads are 
made too wide. A narrower one 
would be just as useful and the 
expense of keeping up a wider 
bank be dispensed with. A wise 
economy in all: such affairs are 
very much needed just now. 

While it might be hard to point 
out av item in the monthly bills 
that was wrong, yet the difference 
between good management and 
not so good tells quickly in such 
things. We have no reflections to 
make on our County Board, for 
they are above the average, but 
the tendency of the times is what 
we would like to see changed.

An Idle Fear. 


One of the objections urged 
against inviting settlers to Nevada 
is that the farmer cannot get a 
market if he raises anything. We 
have always urged the contrary, 
for no railroad company would 
refuse to transport produce out ofa 
‘country when the matter was 
properly brought to their atten- 
tion. We have a dozen cases in 
point at the present time. 

The railroads are hauling ores 
from Austin to Salt Lake,and also 
from Eureka to Salt Lak and other 
points at very fair rates, tuus 
bringing new life into those camps. 
Nery reasonable rates were always 
‘made to the Reno Reduction 
Works. During the last. six 
months low rates were made in 
hay to San Francisco, and Love- 
locks and Reno farmers sold many 
tons that would have been a drug 
on the market otherwise. 

Yesterday’s Silver State says : 

“A chance for the farmers of 
Paradise, those having graiu stored 
away, is given by the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to ship 
either to San Francisco or Port 
Costa for the sum of $50 per car. 
Heretofore the rate on graia has 
been $60. Ranchers should be 
able to ship their grain at these 
rates.” 

If the people have freight to 
ship, the present policy of the S. P. 
Co. is to get the business and help 
the State, and no one need fear to 
raise whatever is wanted by any 
one at a fair price.
